dend insurance. 


The earnings for nine months of 


this year, witness said, as far as could 
be caluculated were $226,000 of which 
$77.000 was paiu as dividends to policy 
holders, and $149.000 is surplus.

a complete tie-up and that the strike 
must be of a shr.M duration.

The Kug- 
lish pi^ople are very loyal U> their 
grejit men, and the first great actor 
who brought Sha*iespc*ri' prominently 
before the world has been honored in 
his death by a nun! resting place in 
Westminster Abbey, immediately be- 
neath the monument of Shakespeare. 


Garrick was the first actor !n ali the 


world to grasp the 
universality 
of 


Shakespeare. 
In this was Garrick's 


great charm—his universality in rep- 
resentajion of character. 


He 'brought Shakespeare by his act- 


ing prominently before bis audience, 
made the great writer prominent, and 
himself as an actor famous. 


Garrick was a descendant oa his 
father's side from a Huguenot fam- 
ily. His mother was an English lady 
of marked intelligent, a resident of 
Lichfield, where the actor was born 
February 1?, 1717. 


Garrick was greju because he had a 


great teacher. Dr. Samuel 
Johnson. 


He was a success upon the stage from 
his first apnearanee, and together l>r. 
Johnson and his pupil journeyed to 
London to seek their fortune in the 
English metropolis. The success of 
both will ever remain one 
of 
the 


brightest pages in the history of the 
English nation. It is a question wheth- 
er the English critics would still place 
Garriek above Sir Henry Irving, whose 
recent death, the world of literature 
mourns today. This is, however, true 
that Garrick has lost none of his 
lustre by he grea.ness of Irving.
